MSC 64 QAM. Labeled IAAC (1000) Minitransat TDF EEP Data 8.08 kbps; 
S7-S9, some buffering echoes, repeatedly saying English fonetix 
*“echo-november-echo’*, I guess wind direxion inexplicable in French. 
Fully English presumably later. 


But not rechecked until 1738 when I find the player frozen at SNR 8.1; 
refreshing, SNR 11+ but silent, and when it hits 12 starts to decode 
intermittently, but 1746 music, 1748 medley including *‘*‘Always Love 
You’*, from **Titanic’* Hope none of these hit icebergs.

As for the approx. center targets of each beam: 6 degrees, north of 
Alaska, into Detroit; 30 degrees skirting SW Alaska mainland, to 
Portland to El Paso; 38 degrees, across Aleutians down California 
coast such as Point Reyes.
